800 -year-old pillar 
lost in heart of Paris 

The central spire, roof 
and much of the interior of 
Notre Dame Cathedral 
were obliterated Monday as 
a catastrophic fire spread 
within minutes through a 
building that has stood at 
the heart of Paris for more 
than 800 years. 

Cathedral spokesman 
Andre Finot told French 
media that the building had 
sustained “colossal dam¬ 
age” and that the Medieval 
wooden interior — an engi¬ 
neering and artistic marvel 
that has inspired awe and 
wonder for the millions 
who have visited over the 
centuries — had been gut¬ 
ted. 

“Everything is burning,” 
he said. “Nothing will re¬ 
main from the frame.” 

But late Monday night, of¬ 
ficials said that the iconic 
twin towers that frame the 
building’s grand entry had 
been saved, and that the ex¬ 
terior structure of the cathe¬ 
dral had been preserved. 

The cathedral has been 
under renovation, and offi¬ 
cials said they were consid¬ 
ering the blaze an accident 
relating to construction. 
The Paris prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice opened an investiga¬ 
tion. 

No deaths or injuries 
have yet been reported. 

The fire began in the late 
afternoon, with yellow 
clouds of smoke billowing 
into an otherwise perfect 
blue sky and orange flames 
assaulting the belfry. As 
evening began to fall over 
the city, a gaping hole could 
be seen where the enor¬ 
mous vaulted roof once had 
been. Flames continued to 
lick the night sky as an im¬ 
promptu chorus in the 


streets below somberly 
sang “Ave Maria,” some 
members falling to their 
knees. 

The heat of the fire could 
be felt from across the 
River Seine as firefighters 


frantically pumped water 
from cranes and sought to 
save the priceless works 
stored and displayed 
within. 

Initial reports in the 
French press suggested that 


many of those pieces had al¬ 
ready been removed last 
week during the renova¬ 
tions, and Finot said that the 
cathedral’s collection of 
relics and other sacred 
items, kept in the sacristry, 


were likely unharmed. “Nor¬ 
mally there is no risk of 
things being burned,” he 
said. 

The rest of the city 
seemed to stand still as the 
fire raged, with thousands 
of passerby watching from 
the streets below. Many 
were in tears, looking on in 
stunned silence. Some 
filmed the scenes on smart¬ 
phones and broadcast them 
across the globe. 

Worldwide, scenes of the 
destruction triggered an out¬ 
pouring of emotion, with 
people posting family pho¬ 
tos to social media showcas¬ 
ing visits to a building that 
was built and refined over 
centuries but burned within 
hours. 

The building, the corner¬ 
stone of which was laid in 


1163, is the most visited mon¬ 
ument in Paris, with more 
than 12 million people com¬ 
ing each year — nearly dou¬ 
ble the people who visit Eif¬ 
fel Tower. Its intricate 
stone gargoyles, spires, 
stained glass and flying but¬ 
tresses make it one of the 
great masterpieces of archi¬ 
tecture. 

French President Em¬ 
manuel Macron tweeted: 
“Notre-Dame of Paris 
preyed by the flames. The 
sorrow of an entire nation. 
Our thoughts with all 
Catholics and French peo¬ 
ple. Like all our compatri¬ 
ots, I’m sad tonight to see 
this part of ourselves burn.” 

Macron later visited the 
scene, watching with others 
as the structure was en¬ 
gulfed.

The church is both a lit¬ 
eral and figurative center of 
the city: It anchors the ile de 
la Cite, the island in the 
Seine River where the first 
settlements emerged that 
eventually became the city 
of Paris. The common dis¬ 
tinctions of “Left Bank” and 
“Right Bank” are in refer¬ 
ence to this island. 

Until Monday night, Notre 
Dame had managed to with¬ 
stand both the elements and 
the vicissitudes of history 
that left their mark else¬ 
where in the French capital: 
the French Revolution, the 
Paris Commune, two world 
wars and Adolf Hitler’s de¬ 
molition plans in 1944. 

Pope Francis issued a state¬ 
ment late on Monday ex¬ 
pressing the Vatican’s 
“shock and sadness” at “the 
news of the terrible fire that 
devastated the Cathedral of 
Notre Dame, a symbol of 


Christianity in France and in 
the world.” 

“We express closeness to 
the French Catholics and the 
people of Paris and we as¬ 
sure our prayers for the fire¬ 



men and those who are 
doing everything possible to 
face this dramatic situation,” 
the statement read. 

“I do not have a strong 
enough word to express the 
pain that I feel,” tweeted 
Paris Mayor Anne Hidalgo. 

Many of those gathered at 
the base of the cathedral 
Monday were tourists and 
pilgrims visiting for Easter 
holidays. Others were local, 
there to pay their respects. 

“I came because we live in 
Paris and because, well, last 
week we were all there, hav¬ 
ing a drink on the steps of 
the cathedral, enjoying the 
beautiful flowers in the gar¬ 
den,” said Fatima Marie, a 
35-year-old Parisian. “We 
thought it would be better to 
be here among friends.” 

Donia Hammami, 35, a 
trade expert in Paris, ran to 
the scene from her gym 
nearby when she saw the re¬ 
ports of the blaze. She was in 
tears in the crowd, watching 
the cathedral burn. 

“For me, this has been an 
inspiration for so many 
other churches in Europe 
from the 14th century on¬ 
ward, in the way it came up 
with a way to mirror more 
light,” Hammami said. “It’s 
been here for all those ages.” 

“This is a historic moment 
for all of us, in the worst pos¬ 
sible sense of the term,” she 
added. (the Washington post) 


Centuries of history 
lie in charred rubble 



Paris’ Notre Dame Cathe¬ 
dral — one of the most 
famed examples of Gothic ar¬ 
chitecture, and a building 
that has seen centuries of 
history and is a symbol of 
France — was heavily dam¬ 
aged by flames on Monday. 

It is not yet known what 
caused the fire, though offi¬ 
cials have suggested it is con¬ 
nected to the recent restora¬ 
tion. But what is known is 
that Notre Dame is irreplace¬ 
able, with a history as grand 
as the spire that collapsed in 
the blaze. 

Construction of Notre 
Dame, which was built on 
the ruins of earlier churches, 
began in 1163, when Pope 
Alexander III laid the founda¬ 
tion stone. It took about 200 
years to build, and wasn't 
completed until 1345. 

Since that time, it has seen 
the coronations of Henry VI 
of England in 1431 and of 
Napoleon in 1804. It was van¬ 
dalized in the 16th century by 
Huguenots and was used as 
a food warehouse during the 
French Revolution. It served 
as the backdrop for Victor 
Hugo's 1831 "Notre Dame de 
Paris” (better known in Eng¬ 
lish as "The Hunchback of 
Notre Dame.” The book's 
place in French literature 
meant that calls for restora¬ 
tion were finally heeded in the 
middle of the 19th century — 
much of the current struc¬ 
ture dates not to the 12th cen¬ 
tury, but to the 19th. 

In 1909, it stood witness 
to Pope Pius X's beatification 
of Joan of Arc. And every 
year, some 12 million tourists 
pass through, hoping to get 
a glimpse of the walls that 
have seen so much. 

But while the building it¬ 
self is considered by many to 
be a work of art, the cathe¬ 


dral houses irreplaceable 
works of art, too. Some of it - 
reportedly including 19th cen¬ 
tury statues at the spire’s 
base - was taken out re¬ 
cently for restoration. Some 
was not. 

In the cathedral, there are 
statues: At the Mausoleum 
of Claude-Henry d'Harcourt, 
the lieutenant-general of the 
king’s armies who died at 
age 65 is captured eternally 
in a white marble sculpture 
from 1776. In the sanctuary, 
there’s a statue of Madonna 
and Child - one of 37 repre¬ 
sentations of the Virgin Mary 
in the Cathedral - that dates 


back to the 14th century 
(though it was only moved to 
the Cathedral in 1818). 

There are the paintings, 
like the 1648 portrait of St. 
Thomas Aquinas at the foun¬ 
tain of wisdom, and the di¬ 
vine "Visitation” from 1716. 

And then there is - of 
course, famously, unforget¬ 
tably - the stained glass. The 
famous South Rose window, 
offered by King St. Louis, 
was created in 1260. The 
cathedral’s website boasts 
that its three rose windows 
"constitute one of the great 
masterpieces of Christian¬ 
ity.” (THE WASHINGTON POST)

Key Food workers locked out

More than 35 Key Food em¬ 
ployees are being locked out 
after their union failed to reach a 
deal with the supermarket chain. 

Meat department workers at 
seven New York Key Food super¬ 
markets — four of them in Brook¬ 
lyn, and three on Long Island — 
have worked for more than five 
years without a contract. The 
lockout, which began April 8, 
comes after a failed organized 
strike on April 6 by members of 
United Food and Commercial 
Workers Local 342. Further nego¬ 
tiations were scheduled for Mon¬ 
day. 

A representative for Pick 
Quick Foods, which owns and op¬ 


erates the seven Key Food loca¬ 
tions, could not be reached for 
comment. 

"It’s a crazy situation,” says 
Kelly Egan, executive director of 
UFCW Local 342. “We need to 
get these people back to work.” 

Many of the employees locked 
out of their jobs have worked at 
Key Food for decades, including 
Bushwick resident Bonnie Mingo 
who has been a union member 
for 30 years. 

"We’re fed up,” Mingo said 
against the backdrop of chanting 
pickets passing out flyers at the 
McGuinness Avenue Key Food 
on Friday. 

Mingo's mother died this 
month, and instead of being on 
bereavement leave she stood out¬ 
side the Key Food where she has 


wrapped meat for the past two 
decades, advocating for her and 
her colleagues' rights. The past 
five years and seven months with¬ 
out a contract have been tough, 
she said, but she’s continued to 
report to work because she cares 
about her job and the neighbor¬ 
hood customers. 

Since taking the job at Key 
Food, Mingo said her hours have 
been cut back and she has not re¬ 
ceived what she deems to be ade- 
quate pay raises. And now, 
threats to workers’ health care 
plans and retirement benefits 
compromise a future she’s 
worked hard for. 

"We work hard to live and it's 
not fair," Mingo says. 

“I just want everyone to come 
to an agreement. I just want to

get back to work because I love 
what I do and I'm good at it. I 
back my union and I need my 
job.”

The city shuttered a 
Williamsburg child care 
center located within the 
measles outbreak zone 
Monday for failing to turn 
over medical and atten¬ 
dance records. 

According to the city’s 
Health Department, the 
United Talmudical Acad¬ 
emy on Ross Street refused 
to disclose records that 
could show whether it was 
excluding children and staff 
with measles from its child 
care program. 

Since a health emergency 
was declared less than a 
week ago, the Health De¬ 
partment has identified 44 
additional measles cases, 
bringing the total number 
of cases since October to 
329. 

As part of the health 
emergency, people who 
live in the sections of 
Williamsburg where the 
outbreak is centered must 
be vaccinated for measles. 
Mayor Bill de Blasio trav¬ 
eled to Williamsburg for 
the initial health emer¬ 
gency announcement on 
April 9, and pledged that 
any school that allows un-

vaccinated students and 
staff to attend could be 
fined and closed down. 

Officials said 284 of the 
measles cases are in chil¬ 
dren under the age of 18. 
There were only two cases 
of measles in New York 
City for all of 2017. 

“This outbreak will con¬ 
tinue to worsen, and the 
case count will grow if 
child care programs and 
schools do not follow our di¬ 
rection,” Health Commis¬ 
sioner Dr. Oxiris Barbot 
said in a statement. “It’s cru¬ 
cial in this outbreak that 


child care programs and 
schools maintain up to date 
and accurate immunization 
and attendance records.” 

The city has issued viola¬ 
tions to 23 yeshivas and day 
care programs for not com¬ 
plying with the order. 

The United Talmudical 
Academy could not be im¬ 
mediately reached for com¬ 
ment. 

The majority of cases are 
found in members of the Or¬ 
thodox Jewish community 
who live in Williamsburg 
and Borough Park, officials 
said. The outbreak was 


traced to people who had 
contracted the disease dur¬ 
ing a trip to Israel. 

A group of parents, how¬ 
ever, are fighting the city’s 
vaccination mandate with a 
lawsuit. 

The parents, who were 
only identified in the suit as 
C.F., M.F., B.D., M.N., and 
A.L., sought an injunction 
against the city in court doc¬ 
uments filed Monday. 

The suit contends there 
is insufficient evidence that 
the current outbreak war¬ 
rants an emergency order. 
The suit also contends that 


the emergency order, 
which imposes a fine on 
parents for not vaccinating 
their children, “improperly 
invalidate(s) the petition¬ 
ers’ children’s religious ex¬ 
emptions obtained in full 
compliance with Public 
Health Law.” 

A representative for the 
city’s Law Department said 
the Supreme Court has up¬ 
held the right of local gov¬ 
ernments to mandate the 
vaccination of citizens to 
stop outbreaks, and that 
this epidemic was pre¬ 
ventable.

Even though it’s been 72 
years since Jackie Robinson 
broke the color barrier in 
Major League Baseball with 
the Brooklyn Dodgers, his 
story is as relevant as ever. 

On Monday, the anniver¬ 
sary of his 1947 debut with 
the Dodgers, the public got 
a sneak peek at some of the 
items that will be housed in 
a new museum dedicated to 
his legacy, slated to open in

lower Manhattan at the end 
of the year. 

A Brooklyn Dodgers 1955 
World Series bat, a 1949 
baseball signed by the team 
and a satin blue Dodgers 
jacket that Robinson wore 
in the 1950s were all dis¬ 
played in the lobby of 75 Var- 
ick St. The Manhattan build¬ 
ing is home to the Jackie 
Robinson Foundation and is 
also the site of the future mu¬ 
seum. 

Despite his talents and 
athletic prow¬ 
ess, Robinson 
and his family 
were the victims 
of racial taunts 
and harassment 
when he joined the 
team. 

“When you think 
about what Jackie 
Robinson lived 
through, what his family 

lived through, we are still 
grappling with a lot of 
those issues today,” said Ivo 
Philbert, vice president of 
external relations for the 
Jackie Robinson Founda¬ 
tion. 

Visitors, especially young 
people, can learn from 
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The Jackie Robinson Museum showcases artifacts it will display when it opens in December.

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Robinson’s example, 
Philbert said. 

“Think about how he 
dealt with that and his val¬ 
ues,” Philbert said. “He was 
a family man, an entrepre¬ 
neur, an activist. He was in¬ 
volved in so many ways.” 

Off the field, Robinson 
had numerous accomplish¬ 
ments including helping to 
construct affordable hous¬ 
ing in Brooklyn and a cloth¬ 
ing store in Manhattan and 
wrote a regular column for 
the Amsterdam News. 

After his death in 1972, 
Robinson’s widow, Rachel, 
established the foundation 
to provide college scholar¬ 
ships and mentoring to 
promising young people. 

La’Tonya Johnson, vice 


president & chief opera¬ 
tions officer of the Founda¬ 
tion, said she was hoping 
people who visited the pop¬ 
up, which was only open for 
the day, will weigh in with 
their ideas for speakers and 
topics the museum should 


tackle. 

“It’s really important to us 
that we explore many of the 
issues that impact our soci¬ 
ety today,” she said. “And 
we think Jackie Robinson is 
an excellent background to 
do that.” 


Outer space lands on Met rooftop

The planets have aligned to 
bring "outer space to earth” at 
the Metropolitan Museum's new 
rooftop installation — “Parapivot.” 

Created by Berlin artist Alicja 
Kwade, "Parapivot’s” two sculp¬ 
tures are comprised of large, steel 
frames that crisscross. Where 
they intersect, they hold carved 
and polished stones that resem¬ 
ble mysterious planets — in col¬ 
ors of green, blue, brown, white 
and red — set against the man¬ 
made backdrop of New York City. 

As the seventh commissioned 
piece for the museum's Cantor 
Rooftop Garden, it follows Huma 


Bhabha’s "We Come in Peace” fig¬ 
ures (2018), Cornelia Parker’s 
"Transitional Object (Psycho- 
Barn)” (2016), and lush patterns 
painted on the rooftop’s floor by 
Imran Qureshi in 2013, among 
others. 

Kwade’s work touches on the 
interstellar like Bhabha's, but it is 
meant to spark thought about 
"human achievement and desire 
and what you can achieve as a 
human being” as its metal frames 
mimic the grid system of Manhat¬ 
tan and its "planets” remind us 
that we’re all living on a "spinning 
rock,” she said at a preview on 
Monday. 

The installation "connects us 
all to the multiverse above and 


around us, too,” said Sheena 
Wagstaff, the department’s chair¬ 
person. 

"Her installation also calls atten¬ 
tion to the discoveries — scien¬ 
tific, philosophic and humanistic 
— in the galleries around us made 
by multitudes of artists trying to 
make sense of the world in which 
each of them found themselves in 
the past five millennia,” she contin¬ 
ued. 

"Parapivot” also accomplishes 
what the museum sets out to do 
with its garden commissions, 
Kelly Baum, the department’s cu¬ 
rator, said. 

"Since 2013, we have come to 
expect these commissions to ad¬ 
dress the museum, the park and 


the city skyline," she said. "’Para¬ 
pivot’ does this and more. It di¬ 
rects our attention to the sky and 
what lies just beyond the sky — 
the vast container called outer 


space ... and just as ‘Parapivot’ 
pulls our eye to the sky, and just 
beyond it to outer space, so too 
does it bring outer space to 
Earth.” 


Bus battle 
persists as 
L shutdown 
approaches

Lower East Side resi¬ 
dents and the MTA are 
still battling over changes 
to 14th Street bus service 
less than two weeks be¬ 
fore the L train partial 
shutdown is set to begin. 

The authority aims to 
launch Select Bus Service 
along that route, which 
runs from the Lower East 
Side to the West Village, 
as well as on the M14D 
route from the Lower 
East Side to Chelsea 
Piers before June. But res¬ 
idents addressing an 
MTA board meeting ar¬ 
gued that removing the 
stops would unfairly pe¬ 
nalize regular riders. 

“Increasing the speed 
of the buses would be 
great but this is an ex¬ 
pense that does not 
make sense for the actual 
riders of the bus," said 
Caroline Laskow, a Lower 
East Side resident and 
member of the Grand 
Street Democrats group. 
"The population on the 
Lower East Side is grow¬ 
ing and as other people 
have mentioned this is 
not simply a crosstown 
bus — it starts at the FDR, 
where people are a mile 
from the nearest subway 
station.” 

Laskow said slow 
buses were a symptom of 
the broader issue of poor 
traffic management that 
needs to be more ade¬ 
quately addressed. 

The MTA currently 
plans to remove 17 bus 
stops in total from both 
the M14A and M14D as 
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part of their SBS conver¬ 
sion. Since SBS launched 
in 2008, changes like re¬ 
duced stops and off- 
board fare payment have 
helped make those 
routes 27% faster than 
other local or limited-stop 
bus routes, according to 
the MTA. 

NYC Transit President 
Andy Byford pledged to 
take the locals' concerns 
to heart as he tried to bal¬ 
ance bus speed improve¬ 
ments with neighborhood 
needs. 

“It's very much an ac¬ 
tive debate,” he said.

Deep sense 
of loss at 
Notre Dame 

T he flames that stabbed the Paris sky Monday 
evening did more than ravage the Notre Dame 
Cathedral, one of the world’s most famous edifices. 
The frightening glow emanating from a place that has en¬ 
dured more than eight centuries of turmoil pierced our 
sense of permanence, and left us all utterly unnerved. 

Notre Dame’s sheer size was meant to inspire, to force 
one’s gaze upward, to foster in its patrons the humility of 
being confronted with something greater than themselves. 
It took 100 years to build, beginning in 1160, an icon of 
Gothic architecture that became a treasure not only for 
France but also all mankind. As Paris grew and changed, 
its cathedral remained its immutable center. And it was so 
much more than a place of worship. With its soaring grace 
and peerless beauty, Notre Dame served as a testament to 
human ingenuity and imagination. 

So the world watched helplessly as fire felled the cathe¬ 
dral’s steeple. Most of the interior is presumed destroyed. 
The feeling of loss will linger, whether one remembers the 
glorious rose windows, the frescoes, the sculptures, the 
magnificent organ, the stone gargoyles, the distinctive fly¬ 
ing buttresses, the view of Paris from high atop the south 
tower, or the mesmerizing sight of the cathedral bathed in 
light at night. 

Notre Dame has struggled before. Its treasures were 
damaged, stolen or destroyed before and during the 
French Revolution. In the 19th century, the spire itself was 
replaced. When Paris was liberated in World War II, the 
celebratory mass was held in Notre Dame. As it burned 
Monday, millions around the world mourned as they 
shared their memories and searched for photos. 

The cathedral was in disrepair. That the fire might be 
linked to ongoing renovation work being done on the 
spire spoke to human fallibility. That it broke out during 
Easter Week was cruel irony. This is the most solemn time 
of the year for Catholics, but the somber events marked by 
the faithful conclude with a message of rebirth and resur¬ 
rection. 

We wish that now for Notre Dame.

Not looking good for Omar, NYPD or Dems 


O nce again, Republi¬ 
cans are attacking 
Minnesota Rep. 
Ilhan Omar, who is Muslim. 
Once again, they help split 
the Democratic Party. 

This time, it started after 
Omar spoke to the Council 
on American-Islamic Rela¬ 
tions. She said: “CAIR was 
founded after 9/11 because 
they recognized that some 
people did something and 
that all of us were starting 
to lose access to our civil lib¬ 
erties. . . . For far too long 
we have lived with the dis¬ 



comfort of being a second- 
class citizen and, frankly, 
I’m tired of it, and every sin¬ 
gle Muslim in this country 
should be tired of it.” 

Some news outlets, in¬ 
cluding the The New York 
Post and Fox News, then 
jumped Omar. They used 
her words — “some people 
did something” — to claim 


she was diminishing the sig¬ 
nificance of the 9/11 attack, 
which she seemed to be. 

Some examples of those 
who attacked Omar: 

• RNC chairwoman Ronna 
McDaniel: “Ilhan Omar isn’t 
just anti-Semitic — she’s 
anti-American.” 

• Former Mayor Rudy Giu¬ 
liani: “Democratic leaders 
in Congress should have 
the courage to denounce 
for her outrageous and igno¬ 
rant comments.” 

• Former NYPD Commis¬ 
sioner Bernard Kerik: “I 


oversaw the NYPD’s re¬ 
sponse, rescue, recovery, 
and investigative efforts of 
that ‘something’ that ‘some 
people did.’” 

Even President Donald 
Trump piled on Omar, who 
has a point about Muslims 
losing access to civil liber¬ 
ties. Nowhere was this 
more apparent than when 
then-NYPD Commissioner 
Ray Kelly sent detectives 
into mosques up and down 
the East Coast, searching 
for terror plots. On the 
other hand, Omar, a Somali 


refugee who came here in 
1992, seems naive in failing 
to understand Americans’ 
fear after the 9/11 attacks. 

As for anti-Semitism 
claims against Omar, last 
month she apologized for 
what many perceived as a 
biased tweet. She wrote 
that “It’s all about the Ben¬ 
jamins, Baby!” saying the 
American Israel Public Af¬ 
fairs Committee lobbies 
Washington to take pro-Is- 
rael positions. 

So far, the most vocal de¬ 
fenders of Omar have been 


those on the leftist edge of 
the political spectrum. But 
where are Democratic mod¬ 
erates? After her “Ben¬ 
jamin” line, Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi allowed a vote on the 
House floor meant as a repu¬ 
diation of Omar’s remarks. 
More recently, Pelosi criti¬ 
cized Trump for his attacks 
on Omar but nothing about 
Omar’s remarks to CAIR. 

It doesn’t look good for 
Omar. It doesn’t look good 
for moderates. It doesn’t 
look good for the Demo¬ 
cratic Party.

B’klyn musician’s

But what happens when one 
of the players is a set of algo¬ 
rithms? 

When jazz pianist Dan 
Tepfer realized that the 
Disklavier — a self-playing 
piano often seen in hotel 



lounges or airports — could 
not only play, but also take 
in real-time input, he had an 
idea: what if he could set up 
the Disklavier to respond to 
his playing, while he was 
doing the same thing? It pro¬ 
duced an album, “Natural 
Machines,” and a touring 
show that features Tepfer 
improvising off a Disklavier 
set up to not just play along¬ 
side him, but also “respond” 
to his playing via an algo¬ 
rithm (Tepfer wrote all of 
the programming himself). 
The result is a computer-hu¬ 
man hybrid that takes on 
the character of the latter 
much more than the former. 
Brooklyn-based Tepfer, 
37, spoke with us in ad¬ 
vance of his show at Na¬ 
tional Sawdust. 

How different is it to 
improvise off a com¬ 
puter rather than a 
human player? 

In many ways, it’s less

different than you might 
think. It’s a little bit like the 
concept in improv comedy 
of a “yes, and.” In both 
cases you have to accept 
what your improvisation 
partner is doing and run 
with it. My biggest focus 
when I’m performing the 
“Natural Machines” pro¬ 
gram is to just really be 
listening as carefully as I 
can to what the computer’s 
doing, and to be engaging 
with it in the moment, 
which is exactly what I try 
to do when I’m improvising 
with a person. The big 
difference is that the com¬ 


puter is responding to rules, 
and a person responds to 
something a little more 
mysterious. 

Were there rules for writing 
the algorithms? Was there 
some programming that 
just didn’t work? 

The genesis of this 
project is me writing an 
algorithm, thinking “this 
could be fun,” and then just 
playing with it and seeing 
where it takes me. Some of 
them work and some of 
them don’t work as well. 

But I might find a way to 
make the ones that don’t 


work as well work by 
playing a different way. 

The visuals for the show, 
including virtual reality 
elements, are triggered by 
your playing as well — so 
everything is essentially 
being improvised? 

One of the essential 
aspects of this project is 
that everything is real 
time. Everything you see 
in the graphics, that way 
the computer is respond¬ 
ing on the piano — noth¬ 
ing is preplanned. Only the 
rules are. That’s also true 
of VR.

Bell explains, "was this incredible 
Zeitgeist and love and wonder of 
the simpler life, and what that re¬ 
ally is. I am from New York, and I 
absolutely, unabashedly have 
this dream to move to a farm. 
It's so vastly different, and I think 
it really satiates that craving of 
land. And the dream, the ro¬ 
mance, is of owning your own 
piece of dirt.” 

Shepard also doubles as a 
star and executive producer of 
"Bless This Mess,” and he says 


he relates to his character hav¬ 
ing to deal with the fixer-upper 
he and his wife newly own. 

“It was a big blow to my ego 
to not be able to wield the ham¬ 
mer like a pro in this,” muses 
Shepard, the husband of "The 
Good Place's” Kristen Bell (no re¬ 
lation to Lake). "The first time I 
bought a house in L.A., I [had it] 
renovated right before I moved 
in. There was a period where 
they said it would be done, and I 
had scheduled to move in; of 
course, it was not done, but I 
moved in anyway.” Shepard 
adds that he witnessed a fight be¬ 
tween two of the workmen: 


"That’s a bad remodeling story.” 

Also in the voice cast of the re¬ 
cent Oscar winner “Spider-Man:

In 2018, Sally Rooney’s 
second novel, “Normal 
People,” was published to 
widespread acclaim in the 
UK and her native Ireland, 
winning several major 
awards there. The book is 
out in the United States 
this week, and while it 
remains to be seen 
whether Americans will 
react with the same ardor 
as overseas audiences, 
“Normal People” is a 
tremendously fulfilling 
novel by a writer with 
extraordinary talent. 

This is not complex 
metafiction that is tackling 
intractable problems; it is 
a love story, between 
Connell and Marianne. His 
mom works as a cleaner 
for her family. They’re the 
smartest kids in school; 
he’s athletic, handsome 
and popular, and she's 
not. They get together and 
decide to attend Trinity 
College in Dublin together. 
The novel checks in on 
them every few months — 
sometimes they’re to¬ 
gether, sometimes they're 
not, but no matter what, 
they can’t leave each other 
alone. 

The story may be 
simple on its face, but 
through this framework, 
Rooney looks at social and 
economic divides, the 
effects of domestic 
violence, power dynamics 
in relationships, depres¬ 
sion, desire and much 
more. 

Rooney's writing is a 
marvel, seemingly so 
casual and uncrafted that 
it appears almost elemen¬ 
tal. She avoids 50-cent 
words and lengthy sen¬ 
tences that meander 
down the page. She just 
reveals things, one by one, 
cleanly and without

Bookstore that’s 
about community

A fter opening three 
stores in Manhattan, 
Book Culture looked across 
the East River to Queens, a 
borough where you can 
count the number of inde¬ 
pendent bookstores on one 
hand. 

The 22-year-old book¬ 
store’s fourth and latest loca¬ 
tion is nestled on Jackson 
Avenue in Long Island City 
across from familiar Manhat¬ 
tan megaliths — Chipotle, 
Starbucks — and next to 
beloved local food busi¬ 
nesses — Xi’an Famous 
Foods and Partners Coffee 
(formerly Toby’s Estate). 

Its Long Island City home 
has been in the spotlight as 
of late, from a population 
and construction boom to 
the scrapped Amazon 
HQ2 deal. The tech 
giant’s controversial 
plan to build a cam¬ 
pus in the neigh¬ 
borhood may 
bring to 
mind a cer¬ 
tain 1990s 
rom-com: A 
corporate be¬ 
hemoth com- 
ing to a 
neighborhood concerns sup¬ 
porters of a small, indepen¬ 
dent business. Only in this 
case, of course, the giant 
didn’t move in, and the inde¬ 
pendent business is thriving. 
(The movie? “You’ve Got 
Mail.”) 

Book Culture originally 
opened in 1997 under the 
moniker Labyrinth Books as 
a textbook and used book¬ 
store for students at Colum¬ 
bia University. In 2007, the 
store, located in Morning- 
side Heights on West 112th 
near Broadway, rebranded 
to Book Culture and became 
more of a general interest 
bookshop; today it sells ev¬ 
erything from New York 
Times best-sellers to Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg tote bags 
and S’well water bottles. 

Since its rebranding, the 
bookstore has added Man¬ 
hattan outposts at addresses 
that once housed booksell-

The Long Island City loca¬ 
tion opened in December 
2017, where it has quickly 
gained a following as a place 
to shop for contemporary lit¬ 
erature, children’s books 
and gifts.

“Book Culture has always 
been committed to keeping 
the legacy of bookstores 
alive,” says Althea Lamel,

Culture LIC. “Barnes & 
Noble [in Bayside] closed, 
[but] a lot of independent 
bookstores, like Astoria 
Bookshop and Kew & Wil¬

low, have opened in 
Queens.” 

Book Culture LIC offers 
similar goods as the other 
Book Culture shops, though 
the different locations have 
their “own following,” says 
Rachel Cartee, event coordi¬ 
nator at Book Culture. “The 
store at 112th and the Broad¬ 
way store are geared toward 
Columbia students and aca¬ 
demics, and the Columbus 
store and our store are more 
family-oriented.” 

Indeed, the LIC location 
stands apart with an entire 
lower level dedicated to chil¬ 
dren’s books, games, toys 
and more. An open seating 
area allows space for fami¬ 
lies to play, read and gather 
for story time, singalongs, 
Spanish classes and more. 

“Having this whole base¬ 
ment area is really impor¬ 
tant,” Lamel says, noting 
that it encourages families 
to linger, rather than just 
purchase an item and leave. 

And with the up-and-com¬ 
ing nature of Long Island 
City, a spacious, light-filled 
shop like Book Culture was 
just the space locals craved. 

“High-rises are filling up, 
and I think [people] sensed 
a need for places for the 
community to come to¬ 
gether,” Cartee says.

Short film by Oscar-winner Lee honors 
American pioneer, B’klyn Dodgers great

When Oscar winner 
Spike Lee and Budweiser 
came together to create a 
short film honoring Jackie 
Robinson, it made sense to 
trust one of Brooklyn’s most 
iconic artists. 

“He admires Jackie Robin¬ 
son, he loves baseball, and 
we know that he is a super 
talented storyteller and di¬ 
rector,” said Ricardo Mar¬ 
ques, Budweiser Vice Presi¬ 
dent of Marketing, at a 
March 25 screening of the 
film in Manhattan. 

The film, titled “Impact” 
and available on YouTube, 
celebrates the iconic Robin¬ 
son in the year that he 
would have turned 100. He 
died in 1972 at age 53. 

“I’m honored to work 
with Sharon Robinson and 
Budweiser,” Spike Lee said 
in a statement, referring to 
Robinson’s daughter and the 
vice chairman of the Jackie 
Robinson Foundation. “All 
of us working in unison to 
pay homage to a great Amer¬ 
ican who literally changed 
the game with the impact he 
made. Long Live Jackie 
Robinson!” 

With Major League Base¬ 


ball celebrating its annual 
Jackie Robinson Day on 
Monday — home teams not 
playing Monday will hold 
the celebrations Tuesday — 
Marques shared why it was 
important for the company 
to pay homage to Robinson, 
who broke baseball’s color 
barrier as a member of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers on April 
15,1947 at Ebbets Field. 

“Budweiser has [had] a 
long-standing relationship 
with baseball, and we recog¬ 
nized that this Opening Day 
was just not another open¬ 
ing day,” Marques said. “We 
want to make sure that this 
day doesn’t go by without us 
passing on the opportunity 
to honor the legendary 
Jackie Robinson and his 
legacy.” 

The film shows footage 
and images of Robinson and 
includes narration from 
daughter Sharon. “Impact” 
also features 11 current 
change makers, including 
Sarinya Srisakul, the first 
woman firefighter of Asian 
descent in the FDNY, and 
P.J. Collins, who founded 
10,000 PB&Js to help feed 
New York City’s homeless 
population. Marques noted 
that “Spike Lee was the per¬ 
son handpicking everyone.” 


Nzingha Prescod, a two- 
time U.S. Olympian in fenc¬ 
ing who became the first 
African-American woman 
to ever win an individual 
medal at the senior world 
championships in 2015, was 
proud to be a part of Brook¬ 
lyn-native Lee’s short film. 

“To be visible to [Lee] 


and have him recognize me 
as a modern representative 
of breaking barriers in 
sports is a huge honor,” 
Prescod said. 

Marques said he hopes 
those who watch the film 
will renew their apprecia¬ 
tion for Robinson. 

“Remind the country of 


the values that Jackie Robin¬ 
son stood for with great 
courage and resilience, not 
only to inspire a new genera¬ 
tion of change makers today 
that go well beyond base¬ 
ball, but also of course to 
honor what he stood for,” he 
said. “We think that’s a pow¬ 
erful message.”

Up 3-0, Islanders wary of Penguins 


The Islanders have a chance to 
sweep their first-round series 
against the Penguins in Tuesday 
night’s Game 4 at PPG Paints 
Arena. But they also know the 
Penguins have a chance to revive 
themselves. 

“You don’t want to give the 
other team here a sniff,” Robin 
Lehner told Newsday after Mon¬ 
day's practice at the arena. “You 
don’t want to give them life. Be¬ 
cause, man, they are good. 
They're a heck of a hockey team. 
You don’t want to give them confi¬ 
dence. You don’t want to start giv¬ 
ing them some wind. It can be in¬ 
credibly dangerous. We’re all fully 
aware of the situation. We know 
how important the next game is." 

Lehner has some first-hand 
knowledge of this. In 2011, he was 
with the Binghamton Senators, 
who fell behind their first-round 


AHL series to Manchester, three 
games to one. Lehner’s team ral¬ 
lied with three straight overtime 
wins to advance and eventually 
went on to win the Calder Cup. 

“We are in a pretty good situa¬ 
tion, that's just the fact of it,” 
Lehner said. "But you look around 
the league, you look around the 
history of the playoffs. You’re not 
out until you’re out. The danger¬ 
ous thing here is we have to bring 
our best game of the season. We 
know their season is on the line. 
They're going to come out hard.” 

The Islanders positioned them¬ 
selves for the franchise's first 
sweep since the 1983 Stanley 
Cup Final against the Oilers with a 
4-1 win over the Penguins on Sun¬ 
day afternoon as Lehner made 25 
saves and Penguins star Sidney 
Crosby was held without a point 
for the third straight game. 


Teams are 186-4 in NHL his¬ 
tory when winning the first three 
games of a best-of-seven playoff 
series. 

Yet, not only are the Islanders 
taking nothing for granted, they 
have, by all actions and words, 
not allowed themselves to think 
about the sweep. 

"For us, it's just another 
hockey game we're going to try 
and go out and win,” defenseman 
Ryan Pulock said. “This group in 
here has been one-game-at-a- 
time all year and that's what it's 
got to be in the playoffs. We're 
just looking to win our next 
hockey game.” 

"Even after the last game, 
there was no jumping,” center 
Mathew Barzal added. "We en¬ 
joyed it for five, 10 minutes, then 
we watched the Masters and go 
on about our days.” (newsday)
